Nearly twenty baby clinics are now 


established in various sections of the 
tenement congested district to reduce 
infant mortality. 
Four score of 


trained nurses are working early and 
late for the cause. Armed with a 
little black satchel and power to buy 
medicines and food the nurses sally 
forth each morning among the wretch- 
ed and unclean tenements to rescue 
the sick and urge the mothers of lit- 
tle tots to place their children under 
the care of the clinics. 


The present season promises to be 


unusually severe. 
Many struggling 


women realize it and already the 
clinics are operating to full time. 
Since they were first opened three 
weeks ago nearly 1,200 infants have 
been placed in their charge for sev- 
eral hours daily. So the infants and 
mothers can get a breath of pure air 
and see God's green earth. S pecial 
excursions are planned almost daily 
by the nurses to the numerous city 
parks and in some instances country 
farms several miles outside the city 
limits.

York.)—"Cotton means gunpowder; 
gunpowder means shells and shells 
means death to our soldiers. Ger- 
many and t Austria daily fire 5,000 
bales of cotton through guns at ships 
and men of the allies. It is the duty 
of the British government to declare 
cotton absolute contraband of war." 


This in substance today is the argu- 


ment famous chemists of England are 
putting to the government. Headed 
by Sir William Ramsey, the chemists 
are telling the government that cot- 
ton means life to the German, Aus- 
trian and Turkish guns that daily 
belch death to the allied forces. TKe 
majority of this cotton, they say, is 
shipped 
from the 
United 
States 


through Scandinavia and eventually 
reaches Germany. 


The chemists have combatted the 


argument that America, greatest cot- 


growing and exporting country -n 


the world, could become offended if 
cotton were made absolute contra- 
band. 
Manchester alone, they have 


told the government, can buy at an 
excellent price the entire American 
cotton crop and use it, too. 


This is what the British chemists 


have told the government. Gunpow- 
der today is not made of charcoal 
saltpetre and sulphur. Today it is 
made of cotton. To convert cotton 
into an explosive it is dipped in nitric 
acid, then washed and dried. It is 
then guncotton. British cordite is two 
thirds guncotton. German and Aus- 
trian explosives are the same.

New Continuation School To 


Open Next Year Will Need 


500 Instructor; 
i 


Children Will be Taught After Work- 


ing Hours In Five Centers of In- 
struction—25,000 in Philadelphia 
Atone for Instruction. 


(BY UNITED PRESS) 


Harrisburjr, July 8.—Thursday of 


next week, July 15, is the "last call" 
for men and women who wish to 
equip themselves at the expense of the 
state to instruct the young m the 
'constitution schools" which, will be- 
come operative next January. 
Be- 


tween 40,000 and 50,000 pupils will be 
taught in such schools, under the pro- 
visions of the new Cox chil3 labor act. 
But the sate has no competent teach- 
ers. Five hundred instructors are 
needed. That's why preparations are 
being made for the free schools this 
summer wherein teachers will be 
taught how to teach. 


The schools, six in number, will run 


from July 19 to August 13, and dar- 
ing those four weeks the teachers will 
be "crammed.'' Only teachers who 
are already competent instructors will 
be accepted as pupils in these summer 
schools, so the state bureau of voca- 
tional education expects to be able to 
train them properly fortheir new 
duties in the comparatively short 
space of time. The schools will be in 
Philadelphia, Reading, Scranton, AI- 
toona, Pittsburgh and Erie, as al- 
ready announced, and the students 
will be under no expense for tuition. 


In Philadelphia alone there are 23,- 


000 minors employed, between the 
ages of 14 and 16 years, who will 
have to study at the continuation 
schools for a specified period each 
week. In Allegheny are 5000 more. 
The state authorities will arrange 
matters so that each teacher will have 
not more than twenty pupils at any 
one time. 


The continuation schools will be 


patterned so as to dovetail nicely with 
the work at which the child is en- 
gaged. Many of the schools will be 
in the regular public school work. 


The bureau of vocational education 


will receive applications from teach- 
ers tip to July 15 and instruct them 
where to report July 19.

The Story-Telling Hour 


To some people, 
telling stories 


comes as naturally as the art of cook- 
ing does to a few housekeepers — not- 
ably that one old. lady, wno, when ask- 
ed how she made her delicious spice- 
cake, replied: "Oh, land, I jes' take 
a mite of whatever's in the pantry 
and stir it in." Less fortunate folk, 
when caught in a flood-tide cfc story- 
hungry youngsters, have been forced 
to believe that there was extremely 
little m the "pantry,," or else have 
felt the need of more explicit instruc- 
tion in the mixing and ttirring of the 
story's ingredients. 
Appears now a 


South-Carolina girl, with eight years' 
experience in satisfying story-loving 
chidlren in the schools Of Washing- 
ton, D. C., who brings hope to the 
desperate grown-up. She is Miss 
Marietta Stockart, of the Washington 
Normal school. In the 
New York 


Evening Sun she explains that — 


Story-telling is such a young art 


for mothers. It used to live rather 
on the shelf, like 
dancing for the 


Puritans. But it is beginning to come 
into its own It is not just a frivol- 
ous pastime. It gives our children a 
jood part of their outlook on life, am) 
e a sugar-coated, creative means of 
education. 


Story-telling fills so many purposes 


in the child's life too. It supplies in- 
formation and vocabulary. 
It also 


stimulates imagination. And the old 
idea that imagination is visionary and 
without proctical value is exploded. 
No one can go very far without it. 


Another purpose in story-telling is 


to stimulatp the child's sense of hu- 
mor. And here is an open field for 
the writers of children's stories. Tor 
the very most difficult of child-stories 
to find is the properly humorous one. 
Comic-supplement humor grows on 
every bush, but the rip-ht kind of hu- 
mor for the child is as raie as the pot 
of gold at the foot of the rainbow. 
Stories also stir the child's artistic 
sense as well as he dramatic instinct. 
The need of some son-ce of self-ex- 
pressions vital to all of ITS 
It is the 


means of commnricatir"- mir treas- 
ures to others and of receiving fhrns 
in return. And it is thp dramatic in- 
stinct that provides this medium* 
And as for the artistic value of the 
story — each story is a big canvas, 
word-painted into the child's mind. 
It helps to develop the esthetic sense. 


And lastly, story-telling has a tre- 


mendous interpretative value. 
The 


stories tjold must in some way pic- 
ture or explain the child's own ex- 
periences and environment.

times it is even necessary to enlarge

STOMACH WORM DOES HARM 


Parasites Often Draw 60 Heavily Up- 


on Lambs as to Cause Emacia- 


tion and Finally Death. 


Like the hog, the sheep has its pe- 


culiar ailments which sometimes re- 
sult In loss as well as discouragement 
Unlike the ailments of the hog, how- 
ever, those of the sheep are ordinarily 
not contagious, and the means neces- 
sary to prevention are the same as 
should be adopted for the most eco- 
nomical production, even in health. 


The most serious menace to continu- 


ous thrift in the flock la the presence 
of Internal parasites, chiefly stomach 
worms. The eggs of the stomach worm 
ere dropped upon the ground with the1 
feces from Infected sheep The small 
worms are swallowed with the grass 
three or four days after batching from 
the eggs, and reach the stomach. 
Stomach worms are frequently present 
in such large numbers as to draw so 
heavily from the circulation as to 
cause emaciation and finally death of 
the lamb. Mature sheep are much less 
affected1 by these worms, though they 
usually scatter the eggs. 


Keeping the flock upon crops sown 


upon plowed land prevents infection. 
Such practice also furnishes the great- 
est amount of feed from each acre, 
and the kind and variety of food upon 
which sheep thrive best 
Plowing the 


land prevents danger from stomach 
norm eggs dropped upon It In warm 
weather the flock should be moved to 
fresh ground every ten days or two 
weeks to prevent Infection of lambs 
by larvae from eggs dropped from the 
ewes. If lambs are by themselves the 
time between changes might he long- 
er, but in most forage crop rotations 
changer n|itlrneed ,to be made every 
two or thlffte, weeitc 
Fall sown rye, 


spring oata ai>ti vetches or peas, rape, 
cowpeas, soy beans, crimson or Japan 
clover plpnted at proper intervals, will 
furnish fresh pasturage at times de- 
sired 
Som* of the land can be used 


twice in a year, as by having one 
planting of rape upon the rye ground 
The cultivation of the land destroys 
all infection from previous pasturing 
Under such a system of cropping _and 
grazing the land will Improve, as'the 
manurlal value of the crops is prac 
tically all left upon the land and io 
very evenly distributed

Gross operating revenues of all the 


railroads of the United States (bavins; 
annual revenues of $100,000 or more) 
were $8,047,019,908 in the year ending 
June 30,1914, aa reported by the inter- 
state commerce commission. This sum 
ia 14 3 per cent of the net investment 
of the roads on that date, amounting 
to 116,936,697,940. Operating expenses 
were $2,200^3,169, taxes $139,591,520, 
and net deficit from outside operations 
$1,490,095, leaving operating income of 
$705,626,132, which is 23.1 per cent of 
gross revenues, and 4.16 per cent on 
the net Investment in the railroads. 
Taxes took nearly 5 per cent of gross 
revenues and 16.6 per cent of net oper- 
ating revenue. 


The railroads paid in dividends 217 


million dollars out of/earnings and 
162*Si million dollars out of accumu- 
lated surplus of preceding years. 


The credit balance of all the roads 


at the end of the year WAS 926 mil- 
licfh dollars, or 6.6, per cent on their 
net investment. 


Increase in net investment during 


the year was 512 million dollars. In- 
cluding 198 million raised from new 
security issues, 392 million from cash 
or other working assets, 43% million 
from special appropriations and 4 mil- 
lion unassigned, with offsetting credits

infant mortality. 
Four score of 


trained nurses are working early and 
late for the cause. Armed with a 
little black satchel and power to buy 
medicines and food the nurses sally 
forth each morning among the wretch- 
ed and unclean tenements to rescue 
the sick and urge the mothers of lit- 
tle tots to place their children under 
the care of the clinics. 


The present season promises to be 


unusually severe. 
Many struggling 


women realize it and already the 
clinics are operating to full time. 
Since they were first opened three 
weeks ago nearly 1,200 infants have 
been placed in their charge for sev- 
eral hours daily. So the infants and 
mothers can get a breath of pure air 
and see God's green earth. S pecial 
excursions are planned almost daily 
by the nurses to the numerous city 
parks and in some instances country 
farms several miles outside the city 
limits.

London, June 22—(By mail to New 


York.)—"Cotton means gunpowder; 
gunpowder means shells and shells 
means death to our soldiers. Ger- 
many and t Austria daily fire 5,000 
bales of cotton through guns at ships 
and men of the allies. It is the duty 
of the British government to declare 
cotton absolute contraband of war." 


This in substance today is the argu- 


ment famous chemists of England are 
putting to the government. Headed 
by Sir William Ramsey, the chemists 
are telling the government that cot- 
ton means life to the German, Aus- 
trian and Turkish guns that daily 
belch death to the allied forces. TKe 
majority of this cotton, they say, is 
shipped 
from the 
United 
States 


through Scandinavia and eventually 
reaches Germany. 


The chemists have combatted the 


argument that America, greatest cot- 


growing and exporting country -n 


the world, could become offended if 
cotton were made absolute contra- 
band. 
Manchester alone, they have 


told the government, can buy at an 
excellent price the entire American 
cotton crop and use it, too. 


This is what the British chemists 


have told the government. Gunpow- 
der today is not made of charcoal 
saltpetre and sulphur. Today it is 
made of cotton. To convert cotton 
into an explosive it is dipped in nitric 
acid, then washed and dried. It is 
then guncotton. British cordite is two 
thirds guncotton. German and Aus- 
trian explosives are the same.

Children Will be Taught After Work- 


ing Hours In Five Centers of In- 
struction—25,000 in Philadelphia 
Atone for Instruction. 


(BY UNITED PRESS) 


Harrisburjr, July 8.—Thursday of 


next week, July 15, is the "last call" 
for men and women who wish to 
equip themselves at the expense of the 
state to instruct the young m the 
'constitution schools" which, will be- 
come operative next January. 
Be- 


tween 40,000 and 50,000 pupils will be 
taught in such schools, under the pro- 
visions of the new Cox chil3 labor act. 
But the sate has no competent teach- 
ers. Five hundred instructors are 
needed. That's why preparations are 
being made for the free schools this 
summer wherein teachers will be 
taught how to teach. 


The schools, six in number, will run 


from July 19 to August 13, and dar- 
ing those four weeks the teachers will 
be "crammed.'' Only teachers who 
are already competent instructors will 
be accepted as pupils in these summer 
schools, so the state bureau of voca- 
tional education expects to be able to 
train them properly fortheir new 
duties in the comparatively short 
space of time. The schools will be in 
Philadelphia, Reading, Scranton, AI- 
toona, Pittsburgh and Erie, as al- 
ready announced, and the students 
will be under no expense for tuition. 


In Philadelphia alone there are 23,- 


000 minors employed, between the 
ages of 14 and 16 years, who will 
have to study at the continuation 
schools for a specified period each 
week. In Allegheny are 5000 more. 
The state authorities will arrange 
matters so that each teacher will have 
not more than twenty pupils at any 
one time. 


The continuation schools will be 


patterned so as to dovetail nicely with 
the work at which the child is en- 
gaged. Many of the schools will be 
in the regular public school work. 


The bureau of vocational education 


will receive applications from teach- 
ers tip to July 15 and instruct them 
where to report July 19.

Less fortunate folk, 
when caught in a flood-tide cfc story- 
hungry youngsters, have been forced 
to believe that there was extremely 
little m the "pantry,," or else have 
felt the need of more explicit instruc- 
tion in the mixing and ttirring of the 
story's ingredients.

Story-telling is such a young art 


for mothers. It used to live rather 
on the shelf, like 
dancing for the 


Puritans. But it is beginning to come 
into its own It is not just a frivol- 
ous pastime. It gives our children a 
jood part of their outlook on life, am) 
e a sugar-coated, creative means of 
education. 


Story-telling fills so many purposes 


in the child's life too. It supplies in- 
formation and vocabulary. 
It also 


stimulates imagination. And the old 
idea that imagination is visionary and 
without proctical value is exploded. 
No one can go very far without it. 


Another purpose in story-telling is 


to stimulatp the child's sense of hu- 
mor. And here is an open field for 
the writers of children's stories. Tor 
the very most difficult of child-stories 
to find is the properly humorous one. 
Comic-supplement humor grows on 
every bush, but the rip-ht kind of hu- 
mor for the child is as raie as the pot 
of gold at the foot of the rainbow. 
Stories also stir the child's artistic 
sense as well as he dramatic instinct. 
The need of some son-ce of self-ex- 
pressions vital to all of ITS 
It is the 


means of commnricatir"- mir treas- 
ures to others and of receiving fhrns 
in return. And it is thp dramatic in- 
stinct that provides this medium* 
And as for the artistic value of the 
story — each story is a big canvas, 
word-painted into the child's mind. 
It helps to develop the esthetic sense. 


And lastly, story-telling has a tre- 


mendous interpretative value.

STOMACH WORM DOES HARM 


Parasites Often Draw 60 Heavily Up- 


on Lambs as to Cause Emacia- 


tion and Finally Death. 


Like the hog, the sheep has its pe- 


culiar ailments which sometimes re- 
sult In loss as well as discouragement 
Unlike the ailments of the hog, how- 
ever, those of the sheep are ordinarily 
not contagious, and the means neces- 
sary to prevention are the same as 
should be adopted for the most eco- 
nomical production, even in health. 


The most serious menace to continu- 


ous thrift in the flock la the presence 
of Internal parasites, chiefly stomach 
worms. The eggs of the stomach worm 
ere dropped upon the ground with the1 
feces from Infected sheep The small 
worms are swallowed with the grass 
three or four days after batching from 
the eggs, and reach the stomach. 
Stomach worms are frequently present 
in such large numbers as to draw so 
heavily from the circulation as to 
cause emaciation and finally death of 
the lamb. Mature sheep are much less 
affected1 by these worms, though they 
usually scatter the eggs. 


Keeping the flock upon crops sown 


upon plowed land prevents infection. 
Such practice also furnishes the great- 
est amount of feed from each acre, 
and the kind and variety of food upon 
which sheep thrive best 
Plowing the 


land prevents danger from stomach 
norm eggs dropped upon It In warm 
weather the flock should be moved to 
fresh ground every ten days or two 
weeks to prevent Infection of lambs 
by larvae from eggs dropped from the 
ewes. If lambs are by themselves the 
time between changes might he long- 
er, but in most forage crop rotations 
changer n|itlrneed ,to be made every 
two or thlffte, weeitc 
Fall sown rye, 


spring oata ai>ti vetches or peas, rape, 
cowpeas, soy beans, crimson or Japan 
clover plpnted at proper intervals, will 
furnish fresh pasturage at times de- 
sired 
Som* of the land can be used 


twice in a year, as by having one 
planting of rape upon the rye ground 
The cultivation of the land destroys 
all infection from previous pasturing 
Under such a system of cropping _and 
grazing the land will Improve, as'the 
manurlal value of the crops is prac 
tically all left upon the land and io 
very evenly distributed

Gross operating revenues of all the 


railroads of the United States (bavins; 
annual revenues of $100,000 or more) 
were $8,047,019,908 in the year ending 
June 30,1914, aa reported by the inter- 
state commerce commission. This sum 
ia 14 3 per cent of the net investment 
of the roads on that date, amounting 
to 116,936,697,940. Operating expenses 
were $2,200^3,169, taxes $139,591,520, 
and net deficit from outside operations 
$1,490,095, leaving operating income of 
$705,626,132, which is 23.1 per cent of 
gross revenues, and 4.16 per cent on 
the net Investment in the railroads. 
Taxes took nearly 5 per cent of gross 
revenues and 16.6 per cent of net oper- 
ating revenue. 


The railroads paid in dividends 217 


million dollars out of/earnings and 
162*Si million dollars out of accumu- 
lated surplus of preceding years. 


The credit balance of all the roads 


at the end of the year WAS 926 mil- 
licfh dollars, or 6.6, per cent on their 
net investment. 


Increase in net investment during 


the year was 512 million dollars. In- 
cluding 198 million raised from new 
security issues, 392 million from cash 
or other working assets, 43% million 
from special appropriations and 4 mil- 
lion unassigned, with offsetting credits
